A Plea of Guilty That Was 
Retracted. 


EXAMINATION OF JOSE 


REYES. 


The Charge Against Him is Die- 
' missed—An Insane Patient 
Examined - Court 
Notes. 


Zygmond Revolinski, who pleaded 
guilty last Thursday to the crime of 
burglary, was yesterday brought before 
Judge Cheney, in Department One, on 
another charge of the same sort. The 
man had no lawyers, and when asked 
what his plea was to the second charge 
heanswered Guilty.“ 

The Court being desirous of ascer- 
taining the exact nature of the offense 
before imposing senteuce, put Revolin- 
ski himself on the stand, as there was 
no one else in court who knew uny- 
thing about the matter. The first 
thing that Revoliuski did was to de- 
clare that he did not commit the 
alleged crime; that it was done by an- 
other man who had offered him money 
to go in with him in the transaction. 

“Why, then, did you plead guilty?” 
asked the Court, “if you did not com- 
mit the crime?“ | 

Because the detectives told me that 
it would be better for me to do that 
way,“ answered Revolinski. 

The man then proceeded to explain 
that he had committed a burglary on 
Seventh street—the one to which he 
bad pleaded guilty the day before. He 
suid tuat after the examination was 
held he was told by the detectives 
that another case had b en made out 
against him ofa burglary that had 
been commited in East Los Angeles. 
They assured him thathe would un- 
doubtedly be found guilty on both 
charges, but that if he would plead 
guilty to one he would be let off on the 
otner, Thus it uad buppenedtnathe ad 
pleaded guilty on both charges al - 
— ot one he declared he was not 
guilty. 

The Court allowed the plea of guilty 
to be withdrawn and the case was 
placed on the trial calender. 

THE CATTLE STEALING CASE. 
The examination of José Keyes 
charged witb stealing cattie from the 
Laguna Ranch, was held before Justice 
Savage iu the Tuwnship Court yesterday 
ul teruoon. 
crowded with Mexicans. 
Mr. Diehi, who represented the Dis- 
trict Attorney, said that one impor- 
tunt wituess by whom he had ex- 
pected to prove the lact that some 
cattle were stolen from the Laguua 
Rauch on the night of June 23ru, was 
absent. F. Stanford Esq., who rep- 
resented the defense, said that this fact 
would be admitted. Joseph Gilbert 
the manager of the ranch, was the first 
witness. His testimony had no bear- 
ing on the.guilt of the defendant. 
The principal witness for tbe prose- 
cution was Jaun José Reyes, who is 
accused of having been the leader of 
the gang that carried on the stealing. 
He was placed upon the stand and tes- 
tified that he stole the cattle, and had 
assistance, after he had the neat 
some distance dowu the road, from 
detendant, and that he promised the 
defendant a share in the proceeds. 
On cross-examination this testimony 
Was pretty well knocked to pieces. 
The witness confessed that he had 
been told by the Sheriff that “it would 
be better for him” if he would give the 
names and testify. against all who 
were concerned with him. He also 
admitted that be had not told yes 
that the cattle were stolen. oder 
questioning the statement that Reyes 
bad had an interest in the affair was 
wittdrawn, and the testimony as a 
whole proved valueless. 

The defense moved fora dismissal 
of the charge, which was granted after 
briet arguments had been heard. 

AN INSANE MAN. 

E. B. Lindsay was yesterday exam- 
ined by Judge Drs. May- 
nard, Cochran und Wernigk for lun- 
acy.

For Surveyor-General, one of the 
aspirants was H. W. Patton of Los 
Angeles. He received 271 votes, but 
was beaten by Stanley C. Boone of 
Humboldt. For Superintendent of 
Education, H. Clay Hall of San Mateo 
received the nomination on the second 
ballot, and for Clerk of the Supreme 
Court, J. D. Spencer, the present in- 
cumbent, was the successful man.

A Newspaper Innovation Which Has 

Come to Stay. 
(Santa Monica Outlook.) 
A great deal of flapdoodle is being 
written against boiler-plates, yet some 
of the very parties who object most 
strenuously,clip boiler-plate selections. 
If matter is good, why, it is good, let 
it appear in whatever form it may. It 
is also patent to any observer that the 
boiler-plate matter is the most inter- 
esting part of some country papers. 
As a general proposition the Outlook 
is not in favor of using this kind of 
matter, because we prefer to do our 
ownselecting. But at times it helps 
one a great deal when in a “pinch.”’ 
The tendency of the times is to furnish 
cheap reading, the same as other need- 
ful things, and if a community of lim- 
ited patronage demands a paper, we 
see no reason why carefully selected 
matter. in a cheap form, cannot be 
used, which is that much extra over 
and above all that is of a purely local 
character. In times gone by the same 
opposition was urged against the use of 
machinery on farms. So alsoagainst 
railroads in the old stage-coach days. 
A similar opposition will be urged 
against the type-setting mach nes. 
But it is one of the inexorable laws of 
advancement that things shall be 
cheapened. The only needful precau- 
tion isto see that the quality of the 
article shall be kept up toa proper 
standard. The same opposition that 
is now urged against boiler-plate has 
been brought against every innovation 
that marks the progress of mechanical 
and intellectual development. Galileo 
was made to recant, but the world has 
continued to move all the same. Noth- 
ing but intellectual stagnation can 
stop the progress of the age. Boiler- 
plate is only one of the thousands of 
things that mark the course of the cur- 
rent, aud nothing short of reversing 
the whole stream can stop them, There 
is nothing bad in boiler-plate, per se; 
and therefore if the matter is good it is 
better than the poor selections of some 
dull printer who has bloomed intoa 
journalist.

New York, Aug. 22.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.] With the close of to- 
day ends the second week of the strike. 
Men, who two weeks ago left their 
places with confidence of . reinstate- 
ment upon their own terms, are con- 
sidering the situation tonight in their 
local assemblies, where they are joined 
in council by members of the Executive 


Board. Undoubtedly it is true the 


rank and file of the men feel at 
present strong in the presence 
of their leaders. The heads have 
been considering their immediate in- 
terests, and the men are pleased. 
They feel reinforced and more hopeful. 
The State Board of Arbitration once 
more presented itself perfunctorily to 
aid in a settlement. Powderly has 
hastened to accede, but the railroad 
has declined. There is a growing be- 
lief among persons who are following 
the course of events closely that there 
will be no further strike. 
THE NEXT MOVE. 

It was rumored that possibly the 
next move would be the ordering out 
of allmechanics along the line of the 
Central.

WASHINGTON (D. C.,) Aug. 22 —[By 
the Associ.ted Press.] Senate—The 
Senate adopted the resolution pre- 
sented by Mr. Hall directing the secre- 
tary of the Navy to investigate the al- 
leged defects in castings furnished by 
the Standard Steel Company of Thur- 
low, Pa., for the Navy Department. 

The Tariff Bill was then taken up 
and discussed at length.

JHE POSITION THEY OCCUPY IN 
THE ECONOMY OF NATURE. 


Orton Ways in Which the Water Birds, 


Hawks, Owls and Other Fowl Are sn 
Assistance te Mankind—Habite of Many 
Well Known Feathered Creatures. 


In recent years much attention has been 
paid by naturalists to examining thestom- 


achs of various birds in order to ascertain — 


the character of their food. In those of 
most water fowl a percentage of seeds and 
roots of aquatic plants has been found. A | 
subject well worthy of consideration is 
whether the migratory instincts of all 
water fow] is not partially utilized to carry 
these seeds and roots to points far distant 
from one another, which could not be 
reached by w oy currents, thus perform- | 
ing the part ter plants that air cur 
rents do ＋ — al growths. 

Shore birds, such as snipe, sand pipers, | 
yellow legs, plover, devour large quantities 
of beetles and worms injurious to shore 
and shallow water They also assist | 
in the transporting of seeds from place to 
place. On toast their transporting quali- 
ties affect us in another way. 

Owls and hawks until within late years 
have had only the uncommercial value, of 
wisdom and sharp sight allotted them. 
But by a shorter method than the stomach 

p investigators have clearly shown 
That few more valuable birds to the agri- 
culturist exist, and now, instead of offered 
premiums for their scalps, they are allowed 
to retain them, and are protected by law in 
their possession. Their chicken thieving 
ds an epicurean eccentricity not worth con- 
sidering when compared with their habit- | 
ual consu of mice and other small 
animals which do great injury to the 
farmers’ trees and crops. The farmers’ 

ultry is under his immediate protection, 
ut he cannot well go mousing to save his 


products. 
MANY KINDS OF HAWES. 

Undoubtedly the entire falcon family 
demonstrate that bird will eat bird, but 
the varieties devoured by most of them in 
any appreciable quantity are such as are 
indirectly useful to man as insect killers 
only. appetite and capacity of one 
hawk for insects much more than compen- 
sate for those of all the birds it kills. 

The sparrow hawk is by far the most 
numerous of ite species. Its chief food is 

asshoppers. When this insect is to be 
feat the most tempting morsels in feathers 
are eschewed. 

The red shouldered or chicken hawk, as 
n is miscalled, seldom eats chickens; then 
in winter only. Its food consists of small 
quadrupeds, small birds, lizards, frogs, 
snakes and insects. 

The marsh hawk—the sportsman’s spe- 
cial antipathy—never preys upon the game 
for which sportsmen seck. It isa rapacious 
~, eater, varying its bill of fare with frogs, 
™ eoleopterous insects and diminutive mem- 
ders of the feathered tribe. 

The sharp shinned or hawk is 
the Robespierre of the air—blood, blood, no 
matter whence it comes. He has a liking 
for spring chicken, raw, garnished with 
feathers. He finds quails toothsome and 
ducks pre-eminently to his taste. He passes 
sentence upon almost everything that flies, 
yet the number of these he kills is unim- 
portant when compared with the entrees 
of his bill of fare. In fact the sharp 
shinned and thecooper’s hawk are the only 
members of a large family that have a few 
——— in common with man. Because of 

this alleged sin the — good thoy — 
forgotten.

THE USEFUL OWL. 
Owls continue by night the good work of 
the hawks by day; mice, moles and reptiles 
are their regular food. The barred or hoot 
om and the great horned owl are the only 
members of the family ha an unsavory. 
reputation. The barred owl claims right 
of oe to an occasional partridge, and 
— the sportsman’s encroach- 
ment upon its preserves by foraging upon 
the chicken yard. It feeds principally upon 
mice and small birds and reptiles. 

The great horned owl is singular in its 
partiality for skunk (no one should enter- 
tain malice toward it for that). Its chil- 
dren cry for it. Its nests are invariably 
tin often. While its food con- 
sists of pheasants, large game, ducks and 
age the dining on asingle skunk gives 

t respectable standing asa friend to the 
poultry raiser and sportsman, together 
with all having noses in any degree more 
sensitive than wax ones. 

The barn owl outrivals the cat as a 
mouser and asa nerve stirring musician 
by the eloquence of ita silence. 

For fifteen years within the writer’s | 
knowledge a neighborly pair of screech 
owls have dwelt upon a west Philadelphia 
lawn, in the midst of au unusual quantity 
of nesting birds and in close contiguity to 
a chicken yard, without routing a nest or 
disturbing a chicken, so far as any indica- 
tion has ever shown. 

BIRDS THAT EAT INSECTS. 
Birds other than owls, that care for

Whip-poor-will and night hawk. They live 
upon butterflies and moths, but enterpris- 
ing experimenters have been known to try 
the potato beetie, and it is to be hoped that 
they were pleased. Dr. Warner found them 
in the stomach of a whip-poor-will, which 
undoubtedly indicates a fondness for them 
4 two inconceivable blunders in succes- 
on. 

Insects are such rapid breeders and so 
prolific that without the insect eating birds 
we would have ten thousand plagues. 
Upon excellent authority the ancient Egyp- 
tians found one—that of the grasshoppers— 
to be enough, and occasionally in our own 
good time we have had bitter experience of 
what the tiny pests can do when helped by 
favoring seasons, or are unchecked in their 
proclivities for large families. The army 
worm, grasshopper, potato beetle, wheat 
weevil, curculio, the ubiquitous mosquito 
and unrivalled leat destroyer—scream rais- . 
ing—anathematized measuring worm, the 
various caterpillars, have devastated vast 
regions, injured entire crops, stripped cities 
of their leafy lungs and protecting shade 
trees, and kept human wrath at a monop- 
temperature. 

he caterpillar of the apple tree and the 
mee of fruit injuring insects are favorites 
of the cuckoo. Tothe fruit growers it is 
invaluable, and the farmer heeds its prog- 
nostications of coming rain with far more 
certainty than those of the best of aneroids.

California’s Next Governor 
Welcomed Home. 


A RIGHT 


ROYAL WELCOME. 


The Gallant Colonel Tendered a Re- 
ception—Fireworks, Speeches 
and Hand-shaking—Many 
Outsiders Present. 


Col. H. H. Markham, the Republican 
nominee for Governor of California, 
arrived home yesterday morning from 
the North. The complimentary send- 
off tendered him on his departure from 
San Francisco and the hearty welcome 
he received at Santa Barbara and 
other points en route were only sur- 
passed by the magnitude and vim that 
characterized his home reception. 

From the time Col. Markham stepped 
off the Santa Rosa at San Pedro eurly 
in the morning until the hour when he 
gave the last hand-shake last night at 
the Webster, the day was one contin- 
ued ovation. Pasadena was gaily dec- 
orated with flags and bunting, a pre- 
fusion of fireworks added to the beauty 
of the moonlight night and the citizens 
turned out en masse and irrespective 
of party to pay their respects to the 
coming Governor. 

At Los Angeles Col. Markham was 
met by a committee representing Pasa- 
dena and Los Angeles, Messrs. Geo. 
F. Keruaghan, Mayor Lukens, Capt. 
Simpson and C. H. Ruodes being pres- 
ent from this place. He was escurted 
to the Cross depot by the City Band 
and a — body of omizens, Tue 
band and several Los Angelefios, 
among whom were Mayor Hazard 
and J. B. Sanchez, boarded the 
train and accompanied the Colonel to 
Pasadena. When the train arrived at 
the station a large number of enthus- 
iastic citizens were in waiting and 
three rousing cheers greeted the ap- 
pearance of the distinguished nominee. 
After a few minutes ot handshaking 
Col. Markham was driven home. Tue 
band then marched up Colorado 
street closely followed by 4 
number of citizens. Light refresh- 
ments were seved at the Carlton and 
toasts drank to the health of the next 
Governor” and to Mavor Hazard.
